PLACENTIA — Councilmen sat 
through a four hour public 
hearing on the proposed Land Use 
Element of the General Plan and 
then referred several items back to 
the Planning Commission for 
further study.

The major focus of the public 
hearing was the Tuffree area. 
Many residents of the area came 
to the meeting to protest the 
medium density just across from 
apartments and K-Mart in 
Fullerton. They wanted the 
designation to remain R-1. 

Also protested by ^me people 
was the proposed commercial area 
at the corner of Kraemer 
Boulevard and Yorba Linda 
Boulevard. Councilmen pointed 
out that the area had been 
proposed for commercial for 
many years. 


Baugh Praises Local 
Police Service Program 


YORBA LINDA - Brea Police 
Chief Richard O. Baugh is pleased 
with the warm reception of the 
program uniting police services for 
Yorba Linda with those of Brea. 
He is especially pleased with the 
correspondence he has received 
from Yorba Linda citizens in this 
regard. “There have been really 
very few problems there.” 

With the opening of the 
Bernardo Yorba Junior High 
School this fall, Brea Police felt it 
an ideal time to initiate the 
‘brown bag’ program. This 
program consiste of a weekly 
luncheon visit at the junior high, 
where a law enforcement officer 
eats lunch with the students. The 
‘kids’ are delighted and the officer 
is overwhelmed with attention. 
The program was initiated in 
order to develop an attitude of 
rapport between juveniles and law 
enforcement officers. 

On request, Brea police will 
send police specialists to the 


on programs to discuss narcotics 
and various phases of law 
enforcement. “Officer Friendly” 
is available for visits to primary 
grades and kindergarten. 

While there is yet no bicycle 
licensing program in Yorba Linda, 
Brea Police Officers stress bike 
safety in each school visitation. 


PLACENTIA - Earl F. Shelley 
resigned Monday night from the 
Board of Education of the 
Hacentia Unified School District. 
Shelley gave as his reasons the 
press of business and “my feeling 
of utter and complete frustration, 
at what I personally feel, is the 
completely inept and indecisive 
handling of school matters by Dr. 
Murrell M. Miller, superintendent 
of schools.” 

Shelley, publisher of the 
News-Times, said he did not 
believe that Dr. Miller’s actions 
“have fostered either unity or 
trust” among the district’s 
employees. He said he did not feel 
he could go beyond that much of 
an explanation for his resignation 
“because much of my information 
comes only from my position as a 
board member.” 

The resignation came at the 
same board meeting at which a 
packed audience, expected a 
verbal battle between Oyde 
Williams, president of the 
Placentia Unified Education 
Association and the Board of 
Education. The teachers’ 
association, upset over the board’s 
decision to follow the County 
Counsel’s ruling concerning 
teacher grievances, over the 
weekend had distributed “passes”

The Board of Trustees of the 
Placentia Unified School District 
last Wednesday at a special board 
meeting agreed to submit three 
names to the American Arbitra¬ 
tion Association as its choices 
for an arbitrator to hear two 
teacher grievances. 

At the same time, after a 
sometimes heated discussion 
between the board and 
representatives of teacher’s 
association, the board reserved the 
right to accept the findings as 
advisory only. 


Services For Lt. Rudy Wiggins 
To Be Held Thursday Morning 


Lt. Rudy Wiggins of the 
Placentia Police Department 
suffered a heart attack Sunday 
night, January 10 and died at his 
home, 645 Royal Stewart Dr. 

Funeral services will be 
conducted Thursday morning by 
Bishop Gail Carr, bishop of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter 
Day Saints. Lt. Wiggins leaves his 
wife, Odetta, one son, Randolph 
Nelson Wiggins, and a daughter, 
Doretta D. Wiggins, both of the 
home. He also leaves his mother 
Mrs. Reba Mae Wiggins of South 
Gate, California. 

Lt. Wiggins was born April 8, 
1918 in Odell, Texas. In 
California he worked as a 
Lieutenant in the Los Angeles 
Sheriff’s Department from 1952 
to 1963. He later left the Sheriff’s 
office to work with the National 
Academy of Law Enforcement, 
where men prepare for work in 
law enforcement. 


He came to the police 
department in Placentia as a 
Lieutenant in 196^, a post he has 
held since that time. Lt. Wiggins 
attended South Gate High School, 
and East Los Angeles Junior 
College. He was commander of 
the service division of the local 
department. He was a member of 
the Placentia Kiwanis Club. 

Placentia rescue personnel 
responded to a call to the Wiggins 
home about 11:30 p.m. and 
applied resuscitation with oxygen 
and heart massage, but found no 
sign of breathing or life. Wiggins 
was transported to the St. Jude 
Hospital where tests and 
resuscitation was tried but it was 
found he was dead upon arrival. 

Police Chief Norman Traub 
stated, “He was a credit to law 
enforcement. He will be sorely 
missed from the rolls of the 
department.” 

Place of interment is pending.

“This type of chronic 
headache at the base of the 
skull may radiate pain to 
the top of the head and the 
temples,” says Dr. Brinkley. 
“It is usually accompanied 
by tender spots in the scalp, 
upper neck and at the base 
of the skull.” He adds that 
it may occasionally be 
accompanied by dizziness 
and nausea and thereby 
confused with other types 
of problems. 


“The upper three spinal 
nerves may also be irritated 
or compressed by postural 
decay of the upper spine,” 
Dr. Brinkley notes. “In this 
case the scalp and neck 
muscles are constantly 
pulled to a critical tension 
against the spine and 
sku 11...excessi ve and 
prolonged muscle tension 
compresses the delicate 
nerves which lie between 
the skull and ' the scalp 
muscles.” 

Dr. ^nkley is quick to 
^te that all this talk of 
headaches is always 
overshadowed by pain 
experienced by the sufferer. 
“You can’t do much for a 
headache by just talking. 
The person who has a 
painful fieadache, especially 
if it’s a chronic condition, 
wants and needs effective 
treatn»ent.” 

It ^ould be remembered 
that all serious headache 
problems start with a first 
one, then another, then 
another until the condition 
is chronic. “Talk to a person 
who suffers from recurring 
migraine attacks and you’ll 
seek effective treatment of 
your first headache,” says 
Dr. Brinkley.

“It’s so unfortunate the 
public is oriented this way,” 
says Dr. Brinkley. “These 
self-treating habit forming 
potents are simply delaying 
final action on a headache. 
They offer only temporary 
relief and obviously do little 
if anything toward 
correcting the basic cause of 
the headache.” 

“Why” the headache? 
That question has been 
answered. 

“Why not effective 
treatment?” That question 
is up to you.

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Bids Awarded For Second 
Phase At Yorba School 


The Board of Trustees of 
the Hacentia Unified School 
District last Wednesday 
night awarded a bid of 
$931,599 to Berry 
Construction Co. for the 
second phase construction 
of Bernardo Yorba 
Intermediate School. 

The construction work, 
to be completed by 
September 15, calls for two 
classroom units (15 
classrooms), an 
administration building and 
a multi-purpose room. A 
total of 40,000 square feet 
is involved, including in 
addition to the classrooms a 
shop, two music rooms, 
offices and a library. 

The bid was 7.36 per 
cent, nearly $75,000 below 


the estimate for 
construction. With the units 
already at the school site, it 
brings the school’s value to 
$1,644,000.
